To theRREADER. 


Heſe ſhort expoſitory Notes were not intendedto 

foreſtal the uſe of the larger and more learned Ex- 
poſitions, which are already extant upon the Church- 
Catechiſm ; much leſs to prevent the ſeaſonable enlarg- 
ments of the induſtrious Catechiſt upon the ſame: but are 
rather deſigned for a Preparative and Manuduttion to 
the promoting of both. 

The firſt thing here aimed at, was Brevity ; and 
therefore, as the Poſitions are not many» ſo the Strip- 
ture-proofs for the juſtification of the chiefeſt paſſages 
in them, are deſignedly ſingle. And yet becauſe the cited 
Scriptures, and perhaps alſo the Poſitions themſelves, 
may ſeem too numerous for young beginners; it may be 
convenient to make choice of ſome of the more eaſy and 
important Notes, with ſome of the moſt neceſſary ny 
for that firſt Eſſay ; and afterwards to have recourſe to 
the remainder, as further occaſion aud abilities ſhall 
mwvite. 

The next thing endeavoured, was Plaineſs : and 
for that reaſon, all citations of bumane Authors, and 
other curioſities of Learning, are wholly forborn. And 
to make the Expeſition yet more plain, the Teacher is 
to be intreated, in his illuſtrating the Points tobe 
proved, to give ſome familiar diſcovery of their confor= 
mity tothe words or ſcope of the Marginal Texts, 
diſtintHly pointed to for that purpoſe. | 

The laſt thing projetted, was the delineation of ſuch 
a compaſs of Catechiſtical Dottrines, as might ſuf 

Az . fictently 


fectently evidence this ſhort CATECHISM to be 
improvable to a more diffuſive uſe in the Church, than 
only to capacitate Youth for the Rite of Confirmation ; 
&s as, it Jeems, at the firſt intended. 

Ina word, it was deſired that ſome ſmall Manual 


and: of young Chriſtians ; which being by the direltion 
of the inſtrufter, and care of Parents and Governours, 
competently learnzd in ſmall portions, might enable 
thoſe Youths to return due Anſwers to all 
ſuch Queftions as ſhould naturally ariſe from the Ob- 
prone propounded. « 
Andif, after this, the Catechiſt ſhall pleaſe to frame 
- the w 4 s Diſcourſe nar frw4 _ tbe 
capacity and expeit ation of the reſt of his Auditory ; 
theſe performances together may ( by Gods bleſſing ) 
become @ hopeful means both to delivver ſome aged 
Hearers from their. imveterate ignorance, and this moſt 
weceſſary ſervice of Catechization alſo from the con- 
vempt of bexng reputed work onely for Children.
